This furniture showroom and cafe building is part of a masterplan to 
unite the waterfront’s green areas and create a new green axis by 
relocating industrial warehouses and unused buildings. Santa Fe 
waterfront currently represents the largest urban renewal project in 
the city. Having undergone an impressive revival in merely a decade, 
it is one of the most successful recent waterfront renewal projects in 
the region. Its function requires a showroom and supporting 
business on the first floor, a conference room and open office on the 
second floor. 

The building is thought as a climbing path for a pure outdoor 
surround building that is completely open to the area This allows the 
visitors to experience both outdoor and indoor exhibitions allowing 
differents activities as essential activities, spontaneous activities, 
and social activities. 

The path is not only the channel of behavior, but also the 
connection between space, the collision container of necessary and 
non-essential activities in life. Inside and outside the building, and 
between the cities, the placement of the path will stimulate activities 
to enhance the vitality of the community, promote interpersonal 
communication, interaction, communication, and promote dialogue 
between people and the environment. 
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Construction is supposed to begin by the end of 2019 and 
wrap up by 2021 and is thought to be carried out in five stages. 
This smart framework offers spatial flexibility that enables the 
innovative programming of spaces. In this way it 
accommodates diverse functions that can adapt and evolve 
over time. A smart three-dimensional grid can be flexibly 
programmed to accommodate diverse functions, both after 
completion and in the future to make the building resilient. 

The framework can be filled in by adding floors and walls. 
However, their absence has a more powerful effect: openings, 
outdoor spaces and voids create a high quality of space for 
exhibition, working and leisure. 
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HOUSE IN ALTOS DE LA RIBERA

This house is located in one of the most important Countries in Santa Fe. 

A specific requirement of the client was to prioritize privacy. For this reason, it was decided to structure the house around various types of internal patios. The 
house consists of five different bodies, linked through passages and courtyards.Spaces between each body create a series of relationships, distances and views 
are generated, providing a rich and diverse atmosphere. The outside form resulted from the intention of creating situations of full/empty, adopting a composition 
of parallelepiped volumes, which create misalignment through its two courtyards, prolonging the experience of the house to the outside. By dividing the volume 
into four parts, the panoramic views and the invading sunlight become very specific.

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The roof is projected in a more flexible way, in 
comparison with the rigidity of the structural module, 
thus creating intermediate spaces and exterior 
situations that mark the access, adjust the 
exterior-interior transition and control natural light and 
privacy in the different orientations. 

All volumes have big windows or sliding doors which 
can be opened completely to fully merge the inside 
with the outside. 

On the inside, the dimensions and ceiling heights of 
the different volumes clearly articulate the separate 
areas and functions in the house. 
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ONE MORE ROOM

A housing expansion that aims to add a 30 sqm room, on the roof of a elder couple house intended for rent. 
Due to the fact that the structural state of the existing house was unknown, we opted to work with a dry 
construction system, with steel structure and exterior cladding in colored sheet, thus reducing the weight 
that this expansion generates on the house. At the same time the use of color allows highlighting the 
intervention contained within a kind of urban chaos, positioning it as an urban landmark. 
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MULTIPURPOSE SPACE IN LAS PALTAS

The property has been in the family for a long time with a four bedroom house and couple of small complementary buildings, that has been used for vacation stays. As the family grew with a new generation, the need for a 
larger house with more space followed. This is a living space for a young family, and lots of time there will be friend, family and kids come over to enjoy the space. The building doesn’t present a clear definition to the 
space; instead, we project the most flexibility and imagination to the user who is going to participate in the space in the daily future. A relatively low budget also influenced the design, resulting in the idea to use tectonic 
rationality to support a specific spatial structure, and materials such as steel, sheet and wood in order to economize time and workforce. 
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The house, a pitched roof volume in two levels, is divided into an open social area at ground floor and a playground upper level 
for kids, with mezzanine in the shape of a hammock. Large sliding windows open completely allowing views to an incredible 
landscape without interference in all directions and allow the sunlight to fill the interior. 
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
